THE  NUMBERS  just  keep  rising  out  of  control  in  the  gi¬ 
gantic  data  breach  at  the  U.S.  Department  of  Veterans 
Affairs.  On  June  3.  the  VA  said  that  as  many  as  50,000 
active-duty  U.S.  Navy  and  National  Guard  and  Reserve 
personnel,  as  well  as  26.4  million  military  veterans,  had 
their  personal  information  exposed  when  a  laptop  was  stolen  from  a 
VA  employee’s  home  last  month. 

A  few  days  later,  the  VA  decided  that  the  50,000  number  was  just  a 
tad  low.  The  new  estimate:  2.2  million  active-duty  U.S.  military  people, 
including  National  Guard  members  and  reservists. 

Also  last  week,  veterans  groups  filed  a  lawsuit  asking  for  nearly
